MONTANA'S  CULTURAL  TRUST 

In  1975,  the  Montana  Legislature  set  aside  a  percentage  of  the  earnings  of  the  Coal  Tax  to  restore  murals 
in  the  Capitol  and  to  support  other  "cultural  and  aesthetic"  projects.  This  unique  funding  source  is  a 
Cultural  Trust,  with  money  allocated  every  two  years.  Grant  funds  are  derived  from  the  interest  projected 
to  be  earned  on  the  Cultural  Trust.  The  Montana  Arts  Council  administers  the  program  for  the  egislature. 

In  I983,  the  Legislature  established  a  Cultural  and  Aesthetic  Projects  Advisory  Committee  with  16 
members,  half  appointed  by  the  Montana  Arts  Council  and  half  by  the  Montana  Historical  Society.  The 
committee  reviews  all  grant  proposals  and  makes  funding  recommendations  to  the  Legislature,  which 
determines  who  will  receive  grant  funds.

Carryover  funds  from  the  prior  biennia. 

Transfers  of  carryover  funds  from  the  Historical  Society,  which  administered  these  grants  from  78- 

79  through  82-83.  Column  L  indicates  potential  reduction  if  funding  is  insufficient  to  make  the 

beginning  fund  balance  zero.  See  description  for  line  1 1  below. 

Total  carryforward  from  prior  biennium  equals  the  sum  of  lines  1  and  2  above. 

Interest  earnings  and  coal  tax  are  the  total  payments  received/projected  for  that  biennium.  These 

payments  are  the  interest  revenue  from  the  trust  fund  and  transfers  of  coal  tax  from  Department  of 

Revenue.  Because  there  were  no  other  income  figures  available  at  the  time  of  the  advisory 

committee's  deliberations,  current  level  of  the  98-99  grants  was  used  as  the  target. 

Transfer  from  Corpus  was  a  one-time  legislative  action  to  fund  agency  operations. 

Total  available  for  expenditure  is  the  sum  of  lines  3  through  5  above. 

Total  allocations  are  the  total  awarded  by  the  Legislature  for  grants,  administration,  programs  and 

evaluations. 

Reversions  are  the  total  of  grants  returned  each  biennium.  The  percentage  to  total  allocations 

over  the  history  of  these  grants  is  about  4%,  with  the  majority  arising  from  reverted  challenge 

grants.  90-91  reversions  were  allocated  to  the  Montana  Arts  Council  to  match  federal  grants  for 

rural  programs.  That  amount  is  included  in  the  TOTAL  ALLOCATIONS  for  the  92-93  biennium. 

$7,000  has  reverted  so  far  in  the  1998-99  biennium  from  the  Little  Rockies  Arts  Association. 

Cuts  of  26.68%  were  applied  to  all  organizations  to  meet  the  shortfall  in  the  94-95  biennium. 

Net  Allocations  is  the  total  allocations  (line  7)  less  reversions  (line  8)  and  cuts  (line  9). 

Carryforward  to  next  biennium  is  the  net  of  total  funds  available  (line  6)  less  net  allocations  (line 

10).  This  amount  is  considered  with  the  projected  Interest  earnings  to  calculate  the  amount 

available  for  the  next  biennium.  The  carryforward  projected  (indicated  in  column  L)  for  the  00-01 

biennium  is  $0.  This  is  because  the  Museum  of  the  Rockies  ($20,000)  and  the  Capitol  Stained 

Glass  Restoration  ($95,000)  will  be  reduced  up  to  their  maximum  to  accommodate  any  shortfall 

per  HB9  this  biennium. 

The  maximum  available  for  regrant  is  the  total  of  line  10  (net  allocations)  minus  lines  1 3 

(Administration),  14  (MT  Historical  Society/restoration  of  murals)  and  16  (Folklife  Program). 

Administration  is  the  amount  included  in  net  allocations  (line  10)  appropriated  for  administrative 

costs  in  the  agency's  budget. 

Restoration  of  murals  is  the  amount  requested  by  the  MT  Historical  Society  for  that  purpose. 

Folklife  program  is  the  amount  included  in  net  allocations  (line  10)  for  this  statewide  program, 

funded  from  this  source  since  the  beginning  of  the  trust. 

Rural  Arts  Specialist  program  no  longer  exists. 

Evaluations  is  the  amount  included  in  net  allocations  (line  10)  appropriated  for  costs  of  evaluating 

the  grants.  This  amount  is  historically  appropriated  from  reversions  in  the  current  biennium.  The 

amount  of  reversions  in  the  current  biennium  was  insufficient  to  conduct  evaluations 


Remaining  lines  are  assumed  to  be  fully  defined  by  their  labels.

The  following  criteria  are  used  to  determine  if  an  application  is  eligible  for  funding. 

1 .       Any  person,  association,  or  representative  of  a  governing  unit  may  submit  an  application, 
including:  Montana  state,  regional,  county,  city,  town  or  Indian  tribal  governments. 
Examples  include: 

county  art  or  historical  museums, 

cultural  centers, 

public  libraries, 

public  educational  institutions  or  school  districts, 

state  agencies, 

city  arts  commissions, 

parks  and  recreation  departments,  and 

tribal  cultural  or  education  committees. 

The  governing  unit: 

may  itself  seek  funds  or  may  sponsor  the  proposals  of  other  persons,  organizations, 
associations  or  coalitions. 

must  have  accounting  and  financial  services  available  and  must  bear  ultimate  legal  and 
fiscal  responsibility  for  the  project,  if  funded. 

may  be  the  Montana  Arts  Council  if  the  application  is  made  by  a  statewide  organization. 

Applications  must  be  for  cultural  and  aesthetic  projects,  including  but  not  limited  to: 

the  visual,  performing,  literary,  media  arts,  and  folk  arts; 

history,  archaeology,  archives,  collections,  research,  historic  preservation;  and 

the  construction  or  renovation  of  cultural  facilities. 

Applicants  are  encouraged  to  serve  rural  communities,  racial  and  ethnic  groups,  the  disabled, 
institutionalized  populations,  youth  and  the  aging,  and  conduct  projects  that  address  the  role  of 
women  in  Montana's  cultural  life. 

Applications  must  have  been  signed  by  a  representative  of  a  governing  unit,  contain  a 
complete  budget  and  have  been  hand  delivered  to  the  Montana  Arts  Council,  or  postmarked  no 
later  than  August  1,  1998.

B.    EVALUATION  CRITERIA 

The  following  criteria  are  used  to  rank  applications  within  each  grant  category  and  to  determine  initial 
funding  recommendations. 

1 .  Quality  of  the  Project 

a.  The  ability  of  applicant  to  cany  out  project 

b.  The  creative,  innovative,  practical  or  beneficial  nature  of  the  project 

c.  The  evaluation  of  the  State  Historic  Preservation  Office  if  the  project  affects  historic  or 
prehistoric  properties  or  those  covered  by  historic  preservation  covenants. 

2.  Cultural  Impact  of  the  Project 

a.  If  the  project  will  contribute  to  or  improve  the  cultural  development  of  the  service  area 

b.  If  the  project  addresses  an  identified  need 

c.  If  the  project  establishes  or  augments  an  activity  or  service 

d.  If  the  project  goals  are  within  the  reach  of  the  applicant  and  whether  there  is  a 
reasonable  likelihood  the  goals  will  be  attained  within  the  grant  period 

e.  If  the  project  will  have  benefit,  availability  and  accessibility  to  the  public 

3.  Cost  Factors  of  the  Project 

a.  How  the  project  compares  to  other  applications  requesting  project,  general  operating, 
capital  expenditure  support  or  a  challenge  grant  for  endowment  development 

b.  The  cost-effectiveness  of  the  project

C.    RECOMMENDATION  CRITERIA 

The  following  criteria  are  used  to  develop  the  final  package  of  recommendations  to  present  to  the 
Legislature. 

1 .  Geographical  Diversity 

When  taken  as  a  whole,  the  recommended  grants  should  assist  the  entire  state. 

2.  Cultural  Diversity 

When  taken  as  a  whole,  the  recommended  grants,  should  reflect  and  affirm  Montana's  diverse 
cultures,  and  as  such,  provide  enrichment  to  the  population  at  large. 

The  recommended  grants  should  encourage  the  expansion  of  opportunities  for  all  Montanans 
to  create,  participate  in  and  appreciate  the  wide  range  of  cultural  and  aesthetic  activities 
regardless  of  age,  sex,  race  ethnic  origin,  income,  physical  and  mental  ability  or  place  of 
residence. 

3.  Project  Diversity 

A  variety  of  interests  and  disciplines  should  be  served  which  may  include: 

a.  service  to  local  communities  or  counties,  multi-county  regions  and  the  state. 

b.  special  projects,  organizational  operating  support,  the  renovation  of  buildings  and 
endowment  development. 

c.  single  sponsors  and  those  representing  coalitions  of  a  number  of  organizations. 

4.  Cost  Diversity 

The  recommendations  should  reflect  projects  requesting  all  levels  of  funding.

Section  IV.  Statistics 

A.    Definitions  of  Grant  Categories 

Organizations  applied  in  the  following  four  grant  categories: 

1.  Special  Projects  - 

■  specific  activities,  services  or  events  of  limited  duration 

■  the  expansion  of  on-going  programs  to  meet  defined  needs 

■  projects  which  generate  new  sources  of  revenue 

The  Citizen's  Advisory  Committee  developed  a  simplified  application  form  to  encourage 
applications  from  small  communities  and  groups  with  little  grant  writing  experience.  All- 
volunteer  organizations  or  those  with  no  more  than  half-time  staff  wishing  to  request  $4,500  or 
less  for  a  special  project  could  use  this  form.  These  applications  were  reviewed  separately 
from  the  majority  of  special  project  requests. 

Matching  Requirement:  Generally  each  grant  dollar  must  be  matched  with  one  dollar  in  cash  or  in- 
kind  goods  and  services. 

2.  Operational  Support  -  These  grants  should  neither  reduce  the  applicant's  fund-raising  efforts 
nor  support  program  budget,  or  staff  expansion.  The  legislature  will  consider  applications  from: 

a.  emerging  cultural  institutions-groups  in  the  early  stages  of  development  which  have 
been  formally  organized  for  at  least  two  years  with  an  on-going  program  and  generally 
with  paid  professional  staff: 

b.  organizations  with  unusually  high  expenses  and  no  local  funding  base,  e.g.,  statewide 
service  organizations; 

c.  organizations  which  serve  the  entire  state  or  a  significant  sub-state  region; 

d.  well-managed  and  established  organizations  confronting  unforseen  emergencies; 

e.  organizations  recognized  as  essential  to  Montana's  cultural  life  because  of  their  excellent 
programming  and  longevity;  and, 

f.  organizations  which  provided  a  high  ratio  of  cash  match  to  their  grant  request. 

Matching  Requirement:  Generally  each  grant  dollar  must  be  matched  with  one  dollar  in  cash  or  in- 
kind  goods  and  services. 
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A.    Definitions  of  Grant  Categories  (continued) 

3.  Capital  Expenditure  Projects  - 

a.  additions  to  a  collection 

b.  acquisition  of  works  of  art,  artifacts  or  historical  documents 

c.  historic  preservation 

d.  construction  or  renovation  of  cultural  facilities 

Currently,  capital  expenditure  grants  are  limited  to  25  percent  of  all  grants  funds  available. 

Matching  Requirement:  Generally  each  grant  dollar  must  be  matched  with  three  dollars  in  cash  or  in- 
kind  goods  and  services. 

4.  Challenge  Grants  For  Endowment  Development  -  for  the  creation  or  development  of 
permanent  endowments  with  investment  earnings  for  use  in  operations,  programs  or  to  add  to 
the  endowment  principal.  Applicants  must: 

a.  Demonstrate  a  need  and  purpose 

b.  Verify  the  inviolability  of  endowment  funds 

c.  Demonstrate  an  ability  to  match  the  grant  from  private  or  other  sources  within  the  grant 
period 

d.  Not  use  the  grant  to  reduce  funds  raised  annually 

Matching  Requirement:  Each  grant  dollar  must  be  matched  with  three  dollars  in  cash  or  irrevocable 
planned  or  deferred  gifts  with: 

■  at  least  one-third  of  the  match  being  in  cash 

■  as  much  as  one-third  in  wills,  devises,  bequests  or  paid-up  life  insurance 

•        other  match  including  irrevocable  trusts:  property  such  as  land,  securities,  objects  of 
value  (when  converted  to  cash):  and  income  from  rental  property

b.  Contracted  Services  -  fees  earned  through  sales  of  services,  government  contracts, 
performance  or  residency  fees  and  tuition.

e.  Government  Support-State/Regional  -  cash  from  state  or  regional  agencies,  e.g., 
Montana  Arts  Council  or  the  Western  States  Arts  Federation. 

f.  Government  Support-Local  -  cash  from  city,  county,  in-state  regional,  and  other  local 
governmental  agencies.

The  work  will  be  conducted  by  Matthew  Savery,  conductor  of  the  BSO 
and  will  be  performed  by  the  Butte  Symphony  Orchestra  and  supporting  import  musicians.  A  grant  request  is  being  made  to 
the  Montana  Cultural  Trust  to  support  this  very  special  event.

The  Charlo  IEC  feels  that  it  is  imperative  that  this  program  not  only 
continue,  but  expand  in  order  to  enhance  arts  and  cultural  programs  in  our  community  and  to  keep  our  common  human  spirit 
alive  This  program  serves  as  a  vehicle  of  self  expression  for  all  students  and  includes  the  Indian  Education  Committee  (IEC)  as 
active  participants.  In  focusing  on  cooperative  learning,  students  create  TRUE  ART  (Trust,  Respect,  Understanding,  Education, 
Aesthetics,  Responsibility,   and  Togetherness).  Students  who  experience  TRUE  ART  are  intrinsically  motivated  and  want  to 
participate.

The  proposed 
documentary  will  follow  the  game  as  it  grew  and  developed.   Colorful  history,  intriguing  players,  incredible  stones  and 
memorable  plays  will  be  born  out  in  our  program.   From  the  big  cities  to  the  small  towns  and  communities  we  will  find  out  how 
the  game  impacted  the  people  and  what  remains  of  the  golden  era  of  baseball.  In  Montana  the  game  had  no  trouble  catching 
on.

PROJECT  DESCRIPTION 

In  order  to  expand  our  already  successful  Speakers  Bureau  program,  we  propose  to  add  one  nationally  prominent  writer  to  our 
roster  of  presenters  each  semester,  thereby  offering  our  community  access  to  the  same  high-quality  writers  with  name 
recognition  who  are  available  in  more  urban  areas,  such  as  an  Ivan  Doig  or  a  Stephen  Ambrose    In  doing  so,  we  hope  not  only 
to  enrich  the  cultural  life  of  the  area  but  to  significantly  reduce  the  sense  of  intellectual  isolation  which  the  physical  geography  of 
the  area  can  cause.   In  the  spring  of  1998  we  brought  Ian  Frazier,  author  of  Great  Plains  and  contributor  to  The  Prairie  Home 
Companion,  to  Miles  City  for  an  evening  reading.  The  reading  attracted  75  people  and  we  believe  its  success  will  encourage 
125  or  more  people  to  attend  subsequent  readings  funded  by  this  grant.  Judging  from  our  positive  experience  with  that  event, 
these  proposed  events  will  cost  us  about  $2000.00  per  presentation  and  will  serve  about  1600  people  per  year  for  approximately 
$6.60  each.  These  funds  would  be  used  exclusively  to  cover:  speakers'  honoraria,  travel  expenses,  and  per  diem  for  four 
speakers  to  be  booked  in  the  fiscal  years  2000  and  2001    All  other  expenses  for  the  program  have  been  and  will  continue  to  be 
covered  by  our  regular  budget  and  other  fundraising  efforts. 

COMMITTEE  RECOMMENDATION 

The  college  anticipates  125-person  audiences  if  nationally  prominent  writers  participate  in  its  program  In  eastern  Montana, 
such  efforts  have  enormous  cultural  impact.  The  Committee  feels  the  college  was  extremely  conservative  in  estimating  the 
number  of  people  it  serves  The  committee  also  believes  funding  this  project  will  be  a  great  use  of  money.

MCT  is  requesting  support  for  its  Rural  Montana  Tour  Project.  Cultural  Trust  support  will  permit  MCT  to  offer  the  project  at  the 
lowest  possible  fees  to  Montanans.  During  the  1998/99  touring  season,  90  Montana  communities  are  already  confirmed  to 
participate  in  the  project.  The  Rural  Montana  Tour  Project  concept  is  based  on  a  week-long  residency  during  which  a  team  of 
two  professional  actor/directors  produces  an  original,  full-scale  children's  musical  production  with  50-60  cast  members  selected 
from  each  community  visited.  Aside  from  the  performers,  several  youngsters  serve  as  assistant  directors  to  support  the 
technical  needs  of  the  production.  Auditions,  rehearsals,  three  classroom  workshops  and  finished  performances  for  the  public 
are  all  part  of  the  residency.   Each  production  comes  complete  with  professionally  designed  and  executed  scenery,  make-up, 
costumes  and  props  as  well  as  sound  and  lighting  equipment.   Presenting  communities  provide  rehearsal  and  performance 
space,  a  piano  and  an  accompanist.  The  musical  plays  are  written  and  composed  by  MCT's  artistic  staff  and  are  inspired  by 
and  adapted  from  classic  fairy  tales  and  children's  stories    During  the  residency  rehearsals  are  held  daily,  and  often  in-school 
rehearsals  are  observed  by  administrative  and  teaching  staffs  in  order  to  assimilate  MCT  teaching  methods  into  the  classroom. 
Teachers  also  take  advantage  of  pre-  and  post-residency  curriculum  material  provided  as  part  of  the  project. 

COMMITTEE  RECOMMENDATION 

MCT's  Montana  tour  reaches  90  communities,  with  each  production  involving  more  than  50  local  children.  The  Committee 
agrees  that  this  is  the  best  form  of  outreach,  and  it  needs  to  be  celebrated,  supported,  and  cheered.  Without  a  doubt,  MCT  is 
the  premier  arts  organization  in  the  entire  state,  and  it  does  service  to  Montana's  artistic  reputation  across  the  country  and 
around  the  world.

For  8  months  per  year,  the  Montana  Media  Arts  in  Education  Project  provides  creative  and  technical  supervision  to  students  & 
teachers  to  bring  teen  culture  and  ideas  to  community  television    This  past  year  (1997-1998),  more  than  200  Missoula  County 
high  school  students  produced  40  different  programs  cablecast  to  almost  20,000  households  in  the  Missoula  Valley.   Project 
expansion  includes  a  new  school  studio,  a  tri-school  media  art  installation  at  the  Art  Museum  of  Missoula  and  in-service 
presentations  to  teachers  at  the  Montana  Education  Association's  annual  conferences.  All  of  this  has  taken  place  as  a  result  of 
a  unique  partnership  between  Missoula  Community  Access  Television  (MCAT),  the  Montana  Arts  Council  and  Missoula  County 
High  Schools    MCAT  is  requesting  continued  funding  from  the  Cultural  Trust  to  provide  match  for  2  more  years  (July  1999  - 
June  2001).  The  program  content  focus  of  this  two-year  media  arts  residency  will  be  multi-language  and  multi-cultural 
programming  from  minority  student  groups. 

COMMITTEE  RECOMMENDATION 

MCAT  does  have  experienced  personnel  and  a  practical,  hands-on  program.  However,  the  Committee  felt  the  editing  of  the 
video  sample  provided  was  poor.  This  in  itself  is  not  bad,  but  if  MCAT's  purpose  is  to  provide  quality  video  production  training, 
the  Committee  expects  a  more  professional  product  The  Committee  finds  that  the  written  proposal  is  more  impressive  than  the 
video.  As  a  result,  the  Committee  is  not  able  to  rank  this  application  as  highly  as  it  might  have

COMMITTEE  RECOMMENDATION 

This  organization  is  doing  a  wonderful  job  of  proving  to  people  that  art  heals,  that  this  demonstrates  the  arts  can  serve  as  a 
social  good  The  outreach  program,  through  involvement  with  the  Montana  Association  of  Symphony  Orchestras,  is  strong,  and 
its  approach  to  at-risk  children  is  very  good.  In  addition,  the  Committee  is  impressed  with  the  collaboration  among 
organizations  and  people  -  arts  and  non-arts,  local  and  state,  young  and  old,  healthy  and  at-risk  children.  This  application  ranks 
very  highly.

The  Missoula  Writing  Collaborative  seeks  funding  to  place  professional  writers  in  two  Missoula-area  schools  for  year-long 
residencies  during  the  1999/2000  and  2000/2001  school  years.   Each  writer  will  teach  a  minimum  of  three  classes  per  week  for 
a  total  of  32  weeks  per  year.  Each  residency  will  include  a  field  trip  to  a  local  art  museum,  classroom  appearances  by  guest 
artists,  a  public  reading  of  students'  work,  and  the  publication  of  an  anthology  of  student  work.  The  Missoula  Writing 
Collaborative  will  screen  and  hire  all  participating  writers,  provide  them  with  orientation  and  tools  appropriate  for  conducting 
residencies,  supervise  their  performance  and  assist  in  scheduling  with  schools,  administrators  and  teachers.

This  grant  will  augment  an  existing  program  by  placing  two  professional  writers  in  Missoula  schools  The  need  is  strongly  stated 
and  the  principle  of  this  grant  is  sound  The  organization  believes  this  program  will  affect  about  6000  school  children  and  other 
individuals.

There  are  now  nearly  sixty 
speakers  with  more  than  eighty  different  presentations    Many  of  these  programs  explore  new  interpretations  of  Montana  history 
and  culture.  All  encourage  discussion  among  the  audience  and  with  the  speaker.  The  Speakers  Bureau  brochure  makes  the 
program's  roster  of  speakers  and  topics  available  to  more  than  1500  organizations  throughout  Montana  annually    Further 
access  to  the  Speakers  Bureau  occurs  through  MCH's  World  Wide  Web  site,  <www.umt.edu/lastbest/> 

COMMITTEE  RECOMMENDATION 

The  organization  has  extremely  fine  programs,  and  does  an  excellent  job  of  outreach  throughout  the  entire  state.  This 
application  ranks  very  highly  in  all  criteria,  although  the  revenue  mix  is  not  as  strong  as  some  other  applications.

In  1997,  the  Montana  Historical  Society  (MHS)  received  funding  from  the  Society  for  American  Archaeology  (SAA)  to  develop 
an  archaeology  outreach  program  for  students  in  grades  4-8.  A  phase  I,  "Ancient  Teachings,"  archaeology  program  notebook 
was  subsequently  drafted  by  an  archaeologist/teacher  team.  The  draft  program  notebook  includes:  an  introduction  archaeology 
and  sections  on  the  ancient  origins,  technology,  subsistence,  and  shelter  of  prehistoric  Montanans.  The  archaeology  program 
is  unique  because  its  interdisciplinary  approach  enhances  math,  writing,  geography,  science,  and  art  skills.  Through  learning 
about  Montana's  ancient  past,  the  education  program  helps  students  develop  an  enriched  sense  of  place  and  respect  for 
different  cultures.   However,  phase  II  of  the  MHS-SAA  sponsored  Montana  archaeology  outreach  program  has  yet  to  be 
completed.  Phase  II  involves:  a)  editing  and  selecting  photographs  and  graphics  for  the  notebook;  b)  presenting  archaeology 
outreach  training  workshops  to  educators;  c)  revising  the  notebook  based  on  educator  input;  d)  publishing  the  archaeology 
notebook;  e)  training  four  educators  to  test  and  pilot  the  program;  f)  copying  the  existing  Montana  archaeology  slide  show  and 
producing  an  accompanying  sound  track;  g)  producing  artifact  teaching  kits  to  accompany  lessons;  and  h)  producing  an 
archaeology  education  outreach  brochure. 

COMMITTEE  RECOMMENDATION 

The  Committee  wholeheartedly  endorses  this  project.  Committee  members  believe  the  project  will  meet  a  true  educational  and 
social  need  in  the  state's  elementary  schools,  noting  that  there  is  nothing  like  this  in  the  entire  state.  Once  again,  the  Committee 
reiterates  its  strong  support  in  all  grant  criteria.

This  organization  serves  12  to  14  rural  counties  every  year.  It  is  a  great  way  for  presenters  and  performing  artists  to  come 
together  to  see  what's  available,  and  is  eminently  accessible  to  the  public,  as  well  as  extremely  cost-effective.  The  Committee 
agrees  that  the  organization  uses  its  money  wisely,  and  so  many  communities  benefit  from  its  projects.  The  presenters  must 
engage  at  least  one  Montana  talent  per  season  as  part  of  the  agreement.

The  purpose  of  this  project  is  to  help  Montana  local  historical  societies,  counties,  or  other  local  repositories  that  hold  historical 
records  to  identify  and  preserve  those  historically  valuable  records  and  make  them  accessible  to  Montana  citizens  and  other 
researchers.  This  is  a  three-part  project:  1)  training  in  archival  theory,  methods,  and  practices  for  volunteers  who  work  with 
historical  records  in  local  historical  societies,  counties,  or  other  local  repositories:  2)  a  traveling  archivist  to  assist  local 
repositories  with  the  implementation  of  historical  records  projects:  and  3)  regrant  funds  to  aid  local  repositories  in  implementing 
and  completing  those  projects.  The  State  Historical  Records  Advisory  Board  (SHRAB)  is  asking  the  Montana  Cultural  Trust  for 
assistance  with  only  parts  1  and  2.  The  SHRAB  also  will  submit  (against  the  June  1,  1999,  deadline)  a  grant  proposal  to  the 
National  Historical  Publications  and  Records  Commission  (NHPRC)  for  $50,000  to  regrant  to  the  local  repositories  to  fund  the 
implementation  phase  of  their  projects.   Once  both  grants  are  in  place,  local  records  repositories  will  be  encouraged  to  conduct 
self-assessment  studies  and  from  them  submit  a  project  for  a  regrant.  Ten  repositories  will  be  chosen,  each  will  receive  the 
services  of  the  traveling  archivist  for  one  month,  plus  cash  money  to  implement  the  project.  The  traveling  archivist's  salary  will 
be  paid  for  by  the  Montana  Cultural  Trust  grant,  the  implementation  money  will  be  supplied  by  the  NHPRC  grant.  The  in-kind 
contributions  by  the  ten  repositories  will  show  up  in  the  NHPRC  grant  application    NHPRC  has  indicated  a  willingness  to  fund 
such  a  regrant  project  if  Montana  can  fund  the  traveling  archivist  portion. 

COMMITTEE  RECOMMENDATION 

Because  Montana  does  not  have  a  professional  archivist,  and  because  the  federal  government  has  recognized  this  need  by 
urging  all  states  to  take  care  of  historical  records,  the  Committee  considers  it  crucial  for  this  project  to  receive  funding  Since 
the  organization  has  very  little  mix  of  Tevenue  sources,  it's  even  more  important  for  it  to  be  funded  Further,  if  it  receives  state 
funding,  it  also  will  receive  a  $50,000  grant  to  fund  the  implementation  of  the  project.  This  project  has  statewide  significance 
and  the  work  needs  to  be  done.  (This  organization  is  not  a  part  of  the  Montana  Historical  Society  )

PROJECT  DESCRIPTION 

The  project  for  which  we  are  applying  for  Cultural  Trust  funding  is  "Cataloguing  Works  on  Paper",  the  initiation  of  a  process  to 
catalogue  and  preserve  works  on  paper  in  the  permanent  collection  of  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  at  The  University  of  Montana. 
The  museum  houses  the  largest  art  collection  of  any  art  institution  in  the  state.  Alumni  and  citizens  of  Montana  have  been 
donating  their  personal  art  collections  to  the  University  since  the  1890s.  The  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  organized  in  the  1950s,  is 
charged  with  the  collection,  preservation  and  exhibition  of  works  of  art  for  the  education  of  students  and  the  public  at  large.  To 
meet  its  mission  the  museum  must  catalog  all  works  in  its  possession  in  order  to  make  them  readily  available  to  scholars, 
students  and  the  citizens  of  Montana.  The  museum  regularly  travels  exhibits  to  other  art  institutions  in  the  state  and  works 
must  be  recorded  and  properly  stored  before  this  can  happen.  This  request  seeks  specific  assistance  to  photograph,  catalogue 
and  store  thousands  of  the  works  on  paper  in  its  collection  and  seeks  to  thus  obtain  the  training  needed  to  establish  a  regular 
process  for  cataloguing  that  may  be  continued  by  current  staff  and  work  study  students. 

COMMITTEE  RECOMMENDATION 

This  proposal  scored  well  in  all  criteria,  but  is  not  ranked  as  highly  as  other  applications.  The  Committee  wondered  whether  the 
state  was  already  funding  the  museum  in  another  capacity,  such  as  through  University  funding  However,  the  collection  itself 
and  the  training  component  for  establishing  a  regular  cataloguing  system  are  considered  very  strong  In  the  end,  the  Committee 
determines  this  work  is  important  and  that  Cultural  Trust  funding  is  appropriate

PROJECT  DESCRIPTION 

Very  Special  Arts  Montana  proposes  to  develop  three  model  arts  programs:  In  dance  for  individuals  with  emotional  disturbance, 
site  -  Billings;  A  visual  arts  model  for  individuals  with  disabilities  in  Convalescent  Centers,  site  -  Miles  City:  And  a  visual 
arts/creative  writing  model  for  at-risk  youth  in  transitional  shelter  facilities,  site  -  the  Margaret  Stuart  Shelter  in  Helena    Because 
VSAM  has  neither  staff  nor  funding  to  implement  programming  currently  requested  by  many  sites  throughout  Montana,  and 
because  we  believe  programs  are  more  successful  &  long  lasting  if  they  originate  within  the  community,  our  best  service  is  to 
provide  models  and  training  for  such  program  development.   Model  sites  have  been  selected  because  of  program  requests    In 
the  second  year,  the  newly  developed  materials  and  training  programs  will  be  tested  in  additional  sites  (which  have  also 
requested  our  support)    The  test  site  programs  will  allow  for  evaluation  and  anecdotal  comment  so  materials  can  be  revised 
and  then  made  available  to  sites  throughout  the  state.  We  will  continue  to  provide  training  and  support  as  budget  allows,  and 
will  dedicate  funding  to  rural,  underserved  areas  where  artist/instructors  and  art-trained  staff  are  not  as  accessible    This 
program  development  will  assist  us  in  reaching  populations  with  disabilities  in  areas  where  site  affiliate  programs  have  not  been 
established. 

COMMITTEE  RECOMMENDATION 

The  Committee  feels  this  project  is  necessary  because  there  is  a  strong  need  in  Montana,  and  the  grantee  has  a  good  history  of 
funding  agencies  that  help  people  with  disabilities  The  Committee  recognizes  that  the  organization  has  a  very  specialized 
audience,  but  that  fact  is  the  very  nature  of  this  organization  The  application  ranks  highly  in  all  areas

PROJECT  DESCRIPTION 

Wakina  Sky  Learning  Circle  is  an  after-school  tutorial  program  designed  for  Native  American  youth.   Its  mission  is  to  increase 
the  50%  dropout  rate  of  Native  students  in  the  Helena  area.  Wakina  Sky  does  this  by  providing:  1)  academic  tutoring;  2) 
providing  Native  enrichment  activities  (art,  videos,  presentations,  mentoring)  to  promote  appreciation  of  cultural  heritages;  and 
3)  to  offer  Talking  Circles'  by  certified  counselors  as  a  means  of  preventing  substance  abuse.  Wakina  Sky  seeks  to  replicate 
similar  art  activities  funded  under  a  MAC  emergency  grant.  This  grant  allowed  Wakina  to  integrate  Native  Art  activities  into 
their  curricula.  This  project  would  also  help  underwrite  the  expenses  of  two  Native  American  entertainers  for  fundraising 
purposes  and  assist  in  instituting  an  annual  plan  to  fund  the  inclusion  of  arts  for  our  future  educational  purposes.  This  plan 
could  well  serve  as  a  model  for  Indian  Education  centers  across  the  State  of  Montana. 

COMMITTEE  RECOMMENDATION 

An  after-school  program  in  Helena,  this  project  will  serve  about  250  students  The  Committee  believes  it  will  be  instrumental  in 
reducing  the  risk  of  children  dropping  out  of  school.  Plus,  poverty  often  prevents  families  from  participating  in  many  cultural 
events,  so  it  is  very  important  to  make  this  kind  of  program  available  to  such  needy  children.  The  track  record  of  this  group  is 
strong  as  well.

PROJECT  DESCRIPTION 

The  Western  Heritage  Center  respectfully  requests  $20,000  from  the  Montana  Cultural  Trust  for  support  of  an  oral  history 
research  project:  Many  Voices,  Many  Visions:  Cultural  Diversity  in  the  Yellowstone  Region.   Funding  for  Many  Voices  Many 
Visions  will  support  the  Western  Heritage  Center's  long-term  efforts  to  document  the  history  and  culture  of  the  Yellowstone 
River  Valley  region  by  conducting  oral  histories  of  residents.   Funding  from  the  Montana  Cultural  Trust  will  enable  the  Western 
Heritage  Center's  community  historian  to  conduct  fifty  oral  histories  recorded  on  tape  cassette  with  six  recorded  professionally 
on  video  tape.  The  community  historian  will  interview  people  in  the  Yellowstone  region  who  represent  ethnic  and  cultural, 
groups  such  as  the  Crow,  Northern  Cheyenne,  Norwegians,  German  Russians,  Irish  and  others.  To  provide  visual 
documentation  of  these  oral  histories,  copy  photographs  of  family  snapshots  and  portraits  will  be  produced.  The  fifty  oral 
histories  and  copy  prints  of  family  photographs  will  become  part  of  the  Western  Heritage  Center's  oral  history  archives 
Following  the  completion  of  the  project  in  2001 ,  the  Western  Heritage  Center  will  use  the  oral  histories  and  copy  prints  of  family 
photographs  to  develop  a  traveling  exhibit  which  will  be  available,  at  minimal  cost,  to  museums,  cultural  centers  and  libraries  in 
Montana. 

COMMITTEE  RECOMMENDATION 

The  Committee  asserts  that  this  organization  has  a  good  track  record.  The  focus  of  the  application  seems  a  little  vague,  lacking 
information  on  the  number  of  people  that  the  project  will  affect.  The  Committee  approves  of  the  traveling  aspect  of  this  project, 
and  concludes  it  is  a  wonderful  endeavor  in  terms  of  preserving  oral  history.  If  this  sort  of  information  is  not  saved,  it  will  be 
gone  forever.

In  1990  the  Whitefish  Theatre  Co.  initiated  its  children's  education  program  with  a  children's  summer  camp  and  after-school 
workshops.   During  the  1997-1998  season  this  program  included  after-school  mime  workshops  for  elementary  children,  eight 
school  workshops  on  masks  presented  by  Faustwork  of  Seattle,  five  performances  of  "Wind  in  the  Willows"  featuring  fifty 
elementary  through  high  school  students,  and  a  two-week  summer  camp  culminating  in  two  performances  of  "All  the  World's  A 
Stage"  for  standing  room  only  crowds  at  the  opening  celebration  of  WTC's  new  home,  the  I.  A.  O'Shaughnessy  Center  on  July 
4.  Public  response  to  these  activities  has  been  overwhelming,  necessitating  WTC's  special  project  of  an  expanded  children's 
performing  arts  education  program  to  include:  1.)  Artists  in  the  schools  with  musicians  and  theatre  professionals;  2.)  One 
children's  musical  each  season;  3.)  Preschool  theatre  workshops  in  conjunction  with  local  daycare  centers;  4.)  Saturday  theatre 
workshops  partnering  with  the  Whitefish  City  Parks  and  Recreational  Department  and  including  a  mentoring  program  utilizing 
the  WHS  Thespian  Club;  5.)  In  addition  to  a  two  week  summer  camp,  short  workshops  on  various  aspects  of  theatre  will  be 
offered. 

COMMITTEE  RECOMMENDATION 

The  company  should  be  applauded  for  raising  the  money  for  the  theatre  locally.  The  Committee  is  impressed  by  the  example  of 
a  small  community  trying  to  accomplish  something  on  its  own.  The  revenue  mix  is  good,  the  idea  is  great,  and  the  children's 
theatre  program  is  well  planned.  The  track  record  of  this  organization  is  extremely  strong.

The  Stories  Project  is  an  exciting  pilot  program  designed  through  the  use  of  the  arts  to  impact  significantly  and  in  a  positive  way 
the  lives  of  middle  school,  at-risk  youth.   It  is  a  collaborative  project  involving  the  Alberta  Bair  Theater,  Billings  Symphony 
Orchestra,  Moss  Mansion,  Peter  Yegen  Jr.,  Yellowstone  County  Museum,  The  Writer's  Voice  Project  of  the  YMCA,  Western 
Heritage  Center  and  the  Yellowstone  Art  Museum.  These  leading  arts  and  cultural  organizations,  along  with  social  service 
agencies  and  local  businesses,  in  cooperation  with  Riverside  Middle  School,  have  met  for  ten  months  to  organize  and  structure 
this  model  program.  Scheduled  to  begin  in  September  1998,  The  Stones  Project  will  involve  students  (identified  by  the  staff  of 
Riverside)  in  workshops  each  Friday  throughout  the  year  led  by  local  and  nationally  known  artists  in  music,  dance,  video, 
theater,  creative  writing  and  visual  art.   In  conjunction  with  these  workshops,  the  artists  will  lead  field  trips  for  the  students  and 
their  families  to  all  the  collaborating  theaters  and  museums.  The  goal  of  the  project,  through  these  arts  and  mentoring 
experiences,  is  to  turn  around  the  lives  of  some  of  the  participants  from  delinquent  and  hopeless  to  creative  and  productive. 

COMMITTEE  RECOMMENDATION 

This  is  an  effort  to  apply  culture  to  help  children  solve  problems  in  their  lives.  The  Committee  strongly  believes  that  this  project 
doesn't  just  keep  children  off  the  street,  but  that  it  genuinely  helps  them   Further,  this  project  unites  seven  major  cultural 
organizations  The  Committee  firmly  believes  that  whenever  so  many  organizations  collaborate  on  a  project,  it  should  be 
supported  In  short,  it's  a  valuable  project  that  gives  strokes  to  this  very  needy  group  of  kids.

PROJECT  DESCRIPTION 

The  Alberta  Bair  Theater  is  seeking  operational  support  in  the  amount  of  $30,000.  The  ABT  is  emerging  from  a  very  difficult 
two  years.  There  were  several  contributing  factors.  The  1995-96  season  precipitated  several  staff  changes  administratively  and 
at  the  box  office.  The  departure  of  the  Executive  Director  and  the  Development  Director,  occurred  at  a  critical  time  in  fund 
raising  activities,  the  annual  campaign  and  the  ABT's.  An  unexpected  and  unbudgeted  $38,000  hydraulic  lift  repair  and  overly 
enthusiastic  programming  led  the  Theater  to  a  funding  deficit  of  $150,000  as  the  1997-98  fiscal  year  began.  As  we  begin  our 
1998-99  season  we  are  debt  free!  This  successful  turnaround  can  be  attributed  to  staff  positions  being  filled  and  stable,  the 
most  aggressive  and  extensive  annual  membership  campaign  the  ABT  has  ever  conducted,  solid  Board  commitment,  and 
increased  ticket  sales.  To  quote  our  Board  President,  Keith  Rupert,  "The  events  of  the  past  3  years  show  vividly  how  fragile  the 
ABT  really  is,  and  how  easy  it  would  be  to  lose  everything  that  the  hundreds  of  dedicated  people  before  us  have  worked  so  hard 
to  establish.  That  would  be  a  tragic  loss  and  there  can  be  no  higher  mission  for  the  Board  than  the  stewardship  of  this  asset  to 
the  community "  The  Theater  is  energized  and  committed  to  long-term  stability.   Its  role  as  an  arts  anchor  for  the  state  and 
region  justify  Cultural  and  Aesthetic  Trust  support  to  the  fullest  extent  possible. 

COMMITTEE  RECOMMENDATION 

The  consensus  of  the  Committee  is  that  without  this  organization,  some  productions  would  never  come  to  Billings  The  theater 
is  intended  to  be  a  venue  for  a  season  of  events  and  others'  productions.  It's  much  more  than  a  house  a  group  can  rent  to 
present  productions.  In  fact,  the  theater  has  a  professional  dancer  on  staff  who  seeks  out  education  projects  in  which  the 
theater  can  participate  The  Committee  concludes  that  the  theater  has  been  extraordinarily  beneficial  to  the  whole  state

The  Bozeman  Symphony  Society  was  formed  in  1968  as  a  Not-For-Profit  Organization.  Since  that  time,  it  has  established  itself 
in  the  region  as  a  critically  and  popularly  successful  arts  organization.   During  the  past  decade,  the  organization  has  realized 
tremendous  artistic  and  fiscal  growth.  Annual  income  has  tripled  in  the  past  four  years,  with  ticket  sales  accounting  for  45%  of 
the  annual  budget.  The  musicians  of  the  Bozeman  Symphony  are  a  combination  of  professional  musicians,  students,  and 
community  members.   They  are  selected  for  the  orchestra  by  audition.   Musicians  are  required  to  attend  approximately  45 
rehearsals  and  performances  (services)  annually  and  are  compensated  on  a  per-service  basis.   In  order  for  the  organization  to 
continue  to  thrive  artistically  and  to  attract  the  highest  level  of  musicians  possible  for  the  orchestra,  the  Board  of  Directors 
created  a  five-year  strategic  plan  in  1996  which  prioritized  increasing  musicians'  compensation  to  a  national  level  for  an 
orchestra  and  community  of  this  size.  The  Bozeman  Symphony  initiated  its  Musicians'  Compensation  Fund  in  1994  which  has 
been  funded  entirely  through  the  generosity  of  individuals  and  businesses  in  the  region.  The  organization  has  increased  the 
compensation  amounts  at  a  minimum  of  10%  per  year    In  order  to  comply  with  the  strategic  plan,  the  annual  budget  for 
musician  compensation  will  have  to  increase  at  a  rate  of  20-25%  annually  over  the  next  three  years  to  meet  its  goal  of  reaching 
the  national  average.  The  Bozeman  Symphony  Society  respectfully  seeks  the  support  of  the  Cultural  Trust  to  augment 
fundraising  efforts  for  the  next  two  years  for  its  Musicians'  Compensation  Fund. 

COMMITTEE  RECOMMENDATION 

The  Committee  agrees  this  organization  is  well  run  and  has  a  good  track  record  The  society's  project  shows  a  steady  line  of 
growth  in  terms  of  quality  and  quantity.  However,  some  members  wonder  whether  an  organization  should  use  cultural  trust 
money  to  increase  salaries,  and  yet,  everyone  agrees  that  the  level  of  compensation  should  be  raised  to  at  least  meet  the 
statewide  average.  The  Committee  hopes  this  grant  will  generate  revenues  in  the  future.

The  Helena  Art  Center  (HAC)  reorganized  its  entire  direction  and  administration,  and  rewrote  its  mission  statement  in  October 
of  1997.   Operational  support  is  being  sought  to  refocus  the  Rural  Arts  Outreach  Program  and  continue  the  Plein-Air  Painters 
Program  and  assist  in  the  public  awareness  campaign  for  these  two  programs.  Both  programs  were  identified  according  to 
need  and  regional  impact  as  the  most  important  functions  of  HAC.  These  programs  are  not  being  expanded,  they  are  being 
redirected  and  refurbished.   Monies  from  this  grant  will  augment  administrative  expenses,  marketing  expenses,  fund  instructors' 
wages,  and  supply  funds  for  regional  identification  of  rural  communities.  The  Plein-Air  Painters  Program  is  specifically 
designed  for  individual  visual  artists.   MAC  has  identified  this  area  as  desperately  in  need  of  programs  that  assist  individual 
artists.  The  Plein-Air  Painters  Program  is  modeled  after  the  concept  of  the  Classical  Impressionists  who  came  together  to 
paint,  exchange  ideas,  argue,  collaborate,  and  in  general  advance  their  singular  artistic  needs.  This  program  has  been  run  in 
an  introductory  capacity  since  January  1998.  The  Plein-Air  Painters  Program  is  as  important  to  individual  visual  artists  as  a 
means  of  creative  growth  as  a  symposium  is  to  writers  and  a  music  festival  is  to  musicians. 

COMMITTEE  RECOMMENDATION 

Established  as  a  school  of  arts,  the  center  reorganized  and  rewrote  its  mission  statement  last  year  The  Committee  commends 
the  center  for  being  open  to  the  public,  and  for  bringing  in  outside  resources  to  advance  its  education  program  in  the 
community.  All  in  all,  the  Committee  feels  the  center  has  a  regional  impact.

The  Montana  Art  Gallery  Directors  Association  (MAGDA)  was  organized  in  1972  by  museum  professionals  in  Montana  to  assist 
in  bringing  quality  exhibitions  to  rural  audiences,  pooling  technical  assistance  resources,  networking  statewide  and  improving 
professional  development  of  staff.   MAGDA  needs  continued  support  from  the  Montana  Cultural  Trust  in  order  to  fulfill  its 
mission.   Celebrating  its  26th  year  of  statewide  service,  MAGDA  is  governed  by  a  volunteer  board  of  five  arts  administrators 
drawn  from  the  current  membership  of  25  non-profit  cultural  facilities.  The  board  represents  the  diversity  of  its  members: 
historical  societies/art  centers,  art  museums,  and  university  galleries  all  have  equal  representation.  A  part-time  professional 
director  manages  MAGDA.   Since  its  inception,  MAGDA  has  offered  art  and  historical  exhibitions  to  its  members,  subsidizing  up 
to  60%  of  the  cost  in  order  to  make  these  shows  affordable  to  cultural  facilities    Additionally,  MAGDA  provides  at  its  annual 
conference,  intensive  professional  development  opportunities.

This  organization  is  highly  regarded  by  the  Committee  Because  the  association  serves  the  entire  state,  it  has  a  difficult  time 
finding  funding  sources  without  competing  with  its  constituents.  The  Committee  feels  the  association  is  a  wonderful  statewide 
support  system  that  lends  other  museums  and  galleries  support  with  their  exhibits,  thereby  benefiting  artists  around  the  state.

Last  year's  guest  artists  were  from  the  Kiev  Ballet  and  the  year  before  from  the  Bolshoi.  In  addition  to  classical  dance,  Montana 
Ballet  Company  presents  ethnic  dance  including  flamenco,  Hawaiin,  African,  Native  American  and  some  of  the  nation's  top 
contemporary  dance  companies.

The  Montana  Chorale  is  the  only  professional  choir  in  Montana  and  one  of  a  few  in  the  Northwest.  Performing  members  come 
from  every  corner  of  the  state.  The  Chorale  was  founded  in  1976,  and  has  appeared  in  31  communities  statewide,  with 
performances  of  choral  masterpieces,  spirituals,  Broadway  classics,  American  contemporary  and  folk  music,  and  performances 
honoring  prominent  Montanans.

The 
second  project  is  administration  of  a  summer  scholarship  program  for  young  Montana  dancers    The  spring  workshop  teachers 
adjudicate  scholarship  auditions  in  their  disciplines  and  award  full  or  half-tuition  summer  scholarships  from  approximately  35 
schools  and  professional  dance  companies    Independent  adjudicators  award  scholarships  to  dancers  who  exhibit  the  highest 
technical  proficiency  and  creativity  in  their  art  form.  At  the  national  and  regional  level,  some  schools  and  companies  offering 
tuition  scholarships  in  1998  include  the  Hartford  Ballet,  Ballet  West,  Repertory  Dance  Theatre,  and  Pacific  Northwest  Ballet 
Montana  dance  schools  are  increasingly  bringing  top  quality  professional  dancers  and  faculty  to  their  summer  workshops. 
Their  scholarships  offer  access  to  similar  experiences  for  students  who  cannot  afford  the  additional  living  expenses  incurred 
with  out-of-state  summer  scholarships

Montana  State  University's  Shakespeare  in  the  Parks  is  a  theatrical  touring  company  entering  its  27th  season  of  touring 
Montana  communities  in  the  summer  months  with  an  emphasis  on  the  smaller,  more  remote  rural  areas  of  the  state  that  would 
not  otherwise  have  access  to  high  quality  professional  theatre  performances.  The  company  is  totally  self-contained,  highly 
mobile  and  is  comprised  of  10-12  salaried  professional  actors  who  present  performances  outdoors,  weather  permitting.  A 
portable  Elizabethan-style  stage  serves  as  both  stage  and  set  and  only  available  light  is  utilized  on  tour,  thereby  allowing  the 
company  to  perform  virtually  anywhere  regardless  of  community  size  or  available  performance  facilities.  A  Shakespearean  and 
non-Shakespearean  classical  play  (or  two  Shakespearean  plays)  are  presented  in  rotating  repertory  during  the  twelve  week  tour 
as  they  lend  themselves  to  the  style  of  production,  have  proven  to  be  very  popular,  and  are  most  suitable  for  largely  family 
audiences. 

COMMITTEE  RECOMMENDATION 

The  quality  of  this  organization's  productions  is  top-notch  and  the  organization  itself  is  exceptional.  There  was  some  discussion 
about  repertoire,  audience,  and  outreach,  though  it  is  clear  that  management  and  artistic  elements  remain  strong  The 
Committee  agrees  that  the  organization  has  benefited  the  entire  state  tremendously  and  is  very  valuable.

The  Montana  Transport  Company  (Mo-Trans),  Montana's  only  modern  dance  touring  company,  requests  a  grant  of  $20,000  to 
be  applied  to  travel  expenses,  guest  choreographer  fees,  and  a  portion  of  independently  contracted  staff  salaries    Mo-Trans 
strives  to  provide  exposure  to  modern  dance  throughout  the  state,  in  both  rural  and  urban  communities.

"Moving  Words,"  an  innovative  lecture/demonstration  which  will  introduce  students  to  modern  dance  while  also  teaching  writing 
fluency  and  comprehension-part  of  the  elementary  language  arts  curriculum.  A  resource  guide  for  "Moving  Words"  will  be 
provided  for  teachers  and  students  to  use  following  the  presentation.   For  the  evening  performances,  the  artistic  director 
introduces  each  piece,  talks  about  the  choreographers,  and  holds  post-performance  dialogues  between  the  audience  and 
company  members.

PROJECT  DESCRIPTION 

The  Yellowstone  Art  Museum  respectfully  requests  $80,774  in  operating  support  through  the  year  2001  ($38,037  in  2000  and 
$42,737  in  2001).  Two  previous  C&A  grants  provided  the  funds  to  begin  purchasing  important  works  of  Montana  art  produced 
since  1950.  Two  subsequent  C8A  grants  provided  the  funding  for  the  renovation/expansion  of  the  museum  which  houses  this 
outstanding  collection.  The  Museum  began  a  promising  new  future  when  it  reopened  February  28,  1998.  The  Museum's 
commitment  to  exhibiting,  collecting,  and  preserving  the  finest  works  of  Montana  art,  to  educating  adults  and  children  through  a 
dynamic  statewide  program,  to  building  local,  state  and  region-wide  support,  is  well-managed  by  a  highly  professional  staff  and 
an  active  Board  of  local  and  regional  Trustees.  With  a  state-of-the-art  facility  and  a  history  of  exhibiting  and  collecting 
Montana's  emerging  and  established  artists,  the  Museum  is  bringing  national  attention  to  Montana's  unique  regional  identity, 
while  strengthening,  preserving,  and  sharing  Montana's  cultural  heritage. 

COMMITTEE  RECOMMENDATION 

Having  undergone  its  impressive  expansion,  the  Committee  notes  that  the  museum  benefits  eastern  Montana  in  particular,  and 
that  it  has  the  best  collection  of  contemporary  artists  in  the  state.  In  addition,  the  Committee  recognizes  the  museum  is  facing  a 
challenge  in  establishing  itself  and  would  like  to  demonstrate  a  financial  commitment  to  it.  The  grant  proposal  states  that  some 
of  the  money  would  be  used  for  a  statewide  education  program,  but  it  wasn't  described  in  much  detail.  More  specific  details 
would  be  nice,  but  funding  of  this  institution  is  still  essential.

Program  fees  have  also  been  provided  by 
school  PTA/PTO  organizations,  and  women's  clubs,  or  school  student  councils,  but  these  funding  sources  do  not  have  sufficient 
resources  to  pay  artist  travel/lodging  expense.  As  a  result,  every  community  impacted  by  YA  is  also  impacted  by  the  Montana 
Cultural  Trust,  &  helps  build  cultural  awareness  in  our  children. 

COMMITTEE  RECOMMENDATION

Indian  Art  Collection.  This  special  collection  was  initiated  this  year  with  a  major  gift  from  prominent  Salish  artist  Jaune  Quick-to- 
See  Smith.  Jaune  chose  the  Art  Museum  as  the  repository  of  her  fine  art  prints  because  of  the  institution's  cultural  exchange 
with  the  Flathead  Reservation  and  long-term  commitment  to  the  work  of  contemporary  Indian  artists  of  Montana.  Quick-to-See 
Smith's  gift  was  also  a  challenge  for  the  Art  Museum  to  recognize  and  preserve  the  artistic  expression  of  other  contemporary 
Indian  Artists  in  Montana.  The  Art  Museum  decided  to  make  Quick-to-See  Smith's  artwork  the  cornerstone  of  a  larger  collection 
of  contemporary  Indian  art  that  will  be  the  only  one  of  its  kind  in  the  state  of  Montana.  The  Art  Museum  seeks  funds  from  the 
Montana  Cultural  Trust  exclusively  for  new  acquisitions  of  art  for  the  special  collection.  The  Art  Museum  will  raise  matching 
funds  for  framing  of  two-dimensional  works,  for  publication  of  educational  gallery  guides  on  the  objects  and  artists  represented 
in  the  collection,  as  well  as  funds  for  administration  of  the  project. 

COMMITTEE  RECOMMENDATION 

The  museum  is  one  of  the  top-ranked  organizations.  The  Committee  notes  the  artwork  the  museum  chooses  is  often  of 
international  renown,  the  artists  selected  are  well  received,  and  cross-cultural  relations  are  examined.

The  carriage  project  involves  building  a  two-story  structure  similar  to  the  one  which  was  originally  on  the  Moss  property.  The 
space  is  badly  needed  to  provide  handicapped  accessible  bathrooms,  more  easily  accessible  office  space,  a  gift  shop  area, 
food  preparation  area,  and  a  visitor's  waiting  room.  The  original  integrity  of  the  home  is  now  compromised  by  the  use  of  the 
Sitting  Room  for  the  gift  shop,  the  Moorish  Entry  for  a  waiting  room,  the  third  floor  Maids'  Rooms  for  offices,  and  the  main  floor 
bathroom  for  public  use  as  the  only  useable,  easily  accessible  bathroom.   In  interpreting  historic  homes,  we  strive  for  accuracy, 
and  it  is  important  that  rooms  be  displayed  as  originally  used;  this  makes  the  entire  experience  more  valid  for  visitors.   Showing 
the  maids'  rooms  on  the  third  floor  will  round  out  the  interpretation  of  the  role  the  servants  played  in  the  everyday  life  at  the 
Moss  Mansion.  The  carriage  house  will  enable  us  to  interpret  the  historic  role  of  that  building,  forms  of  transportation  used  at 
the  turn  of  the  century,  livestock  kept  on  the  premises,  and  the  role  of  the  male  servant  whose  apartment  was  in  the  carriage 
house. 

COMMITTEE  RECOMMENDATION 

The  Committee  agrees  that  this  is  a  very  worthwhile  project  that  is  useful  and  important.  Plus,  there  is  considerable  local 
support  for  this  fine  organization,  which  is  maximized  by  the  Cultural  Trust  funding.  The  track  record  of  the  Moss  Mansion  is 
exemplary  Only  because  the  need  for  this  project  is  not  as  compelling  as  for  some  of  the  other  organizations,  is  it  not  ranked 
as  highly  as  others,  but  it  is  still  deserving  of  funds.

PROJECT  DESCRIPTION 

After  more  than  a  decade  of  steady  growth  in  audience,  collections  and  staff,  the  CM.  Russell  Museum  in  1996  began  planning 
for  a  major  expansion  of  the  main  facility.  Currently  many  staff  are  housed  outside  the  Museum  building,  collections  storage  is 
near  capacity,  a  lack  of  additional  exhibition  space  has  discouraged  collections  donors  and  limited  the  quantity  of  work  on 
exhibit,  and  Museum  events  and  programs  are  severely  limited  for  lack  of  space.  An  expanded  facility  will  address  these  needs 
by  providing  space  for  new  Charlie  Russell  galleries,  a  contemporary  western  artists  gallery,  O.C  Seltzer  gallery,  Charlie's 
Circle  gallery,  and  a  photography  gallery.  Two  galleries  featuring  the  Plains  Indian  culture  and  life  of  the  early  cowboy  will 
feature  a  number  of  artifacts  to  help  interpret  the  works  on  exhibit.  A  new  children's  gallery,  expanded  library  and  research 
center  and  a  new  event  space  will  also  meet  Museum  needs.  A  new  entrance,  enlarged  sales  shop,  new  staff  offices,  added 
vault  space  and  an  orientation  gallery  will  meet  critical  support  needs  as  well.  The  CM.  Russell  Museum  has  been  able  to  raise 
significant  funds  from  private  sources,  including  individuals,  corporations  and  foundations,  many  from  outside  Montana.  The 
CM.  Russell  Museum  is  a  major  tourist  attraction  and  economic  force,  and  it  is  critical  that  the  Museum  demonstrate  a  level  of 
support  from  state  government. 

COMMITTEE  RECOMMENDATION 

Grant  money  will  be  used  to  fund  the  Good  Medicine  Gallery,  which  will  focus  on  interpretation  of  American  Indian  artifacts  and 
culture,  along  with  cowboy  life.  Space  restrictions  have  prevented  many  of  the  museum's  holdings  to  be  put  in  storage.  Because 
the  museum  has  such  visibility  and  the  ability  to  fundraise,  the  need  isn't  as  crucial  as  it  is  for  smaller,  less  known  museums. 
However,  the  Committee  wants  to  recognize  CM.  Russell  Museum  for  doing  an  exemplary  job.

In  the  1970s  the  Sheehan  Majestic  building  was  torn  down  during  Urban  Renewal  caving  an  empty  lot  on  the  historic  Downtown 
Helena  Walking  Mall.  The  scar  remained  for  years  and  attempts  to  develop  the  site  failed.   In  1995,  a  group  of  citizens, 
business  leaders,  property  owners  and  the  Downtown  Helena  BID  created  a  plan  to  transform  the  area  into  a  unique  public 
space  for  special  events.  In  1997  the  City  of  Helena  awarded  the  BID  a  grant  for  $250,000  of  Tax  increment  funds  to  transform 
the  lot  and  create  Helena's  new  Performance  Square.   Performance  Square  is  now  complete  but  remains  closed  to  the  public. 
The  problem  is  five  stories  of  a  historic  brick  wall  against  the  adjacent  building  does  not  meet  building  code  standards  and 
poses  a  major  public  safety  hazard  for  the  Square.  The  brick  wall  is  a  remnant  of  the  old  building  (circa  1880s)  resting  on  the 
southside  of  the  Placer  building.   Prior  to  creating  Performance  Square  there  was  no  outdoor  venue  (with  a  stage,  water,  power) 
in  Downtown  that  could  host  public  events.  The  Square  will  accommodate  events  like  the  Helena  Jazz  Festival,  Governors  Cup 
Race,  and  Kaleidoscope,  drawing  thousands  of  residents  and  visitors  Downtown  every  year.  Our  request  for  $40,000  will  match 
other  public  and  private  funds  for  a  capital  improvement  project  that  will  design  a  viable  historic  preservation  solution  to  correct 
this  safety  hazard  and  let  us  open  Performance  Square  for  use. 

COMMITTEE  RECOMMENDATION 

Although  Committee  members  thought  this  project  would  benefit  Last  Chance  Gulch,  they  voted  not  to  fund  it.  The  brick  wall  in 
question  is  a  remnant  of  the  old  Sheehan-Majestic  building,  but  it  is  not  being  used  to  interpret  the  history  of  the  building. 
Further,  developers  have  already  spent  $250,000  on  the  project.  Committee  members  wonder  whether  this  project  would  need 
further  extensive  funding.  It  seems  like  a  lot  of  money  to  secure  a  brick  wall.

The  Emerson  is  requesting  funding  for  the  purchase  of  new  theater  seating.  The  seating  will  be  placed  in  the  theater,  which  is 
undergoing  a  total  renovation.  Viewed  as  a  vital  and  dynamic  center  for  the  arts  in  the  Gallatin  Valley,  the  Emerson  has 
successfully  renovated  a  major  portion  of  its  historic  facilities  since  purchasing  the  building  in  1992.  Over  125,000  visitors  have 
visited  the  building  during  the  last  year  to  take  art  classes,  music  lessons,  attend  cultural  workshops  and  lectures,  and 
participate  in  community  events.  The  next  step  in  the  life  of  the  Emerson  is  the  renovation  of  the  700  seat  theater    Another 
factor  in  the  decision  to  move  forward  with  the  renovation  is  the  fact  that  Gallatin  Valley  lacks  an  adequate  performing  arts 
center.  The  Emerson  theater,  upon  renovation,  would  fill  an  important  role  in  the  region  as  the  only  professionally  designed  and 
managed  hall  in  the  region  which  is  available  to  the  community.  The  funding  requested  will  be  utilized  for  new  appropriately 
designed  theater  seating.  At  this  time  the  original  wooden  seats  which  were  installed  in  the  elementary  school  in  1918  are  still 
in  place    These  wooden  seats  are  sized  for  children,  making  them  impractical  and  uncomfortable  for  adults    In  addition,  many 
of  the  seats  are  broken  and  splintered    New  seating  is  a  necessary  inclusion  in  the  renovation  project. 

COMMITTEE  RECOMMENDATION 

With  the  theater  seats  dating  back  to  1917,  the  Committee  feels  the  need  to  renovate  the  theater  is  valid.  Committee  members 
agree  that  it  is  important  for  a  community  to  have  venues  such  as  this  for  a  variety  of  events.  Members  note  that  the  request 
makes  up  only  a  small  amount  of  the  organization's  budget,  and  feel  the  application  is  concrete  and  practical  By  renovating  the 
theater,  Committee  members  believe  the  theater  will  be  used  even  more  than  before

The  historic  Fort  Peck  Theatre  has  received  significant  help  from  the  Cultural  Trust  grant  program  in  the  past  two  legislative 
sessions  and  the  restoration  is  progressing  very  well.  At  this  time  the  most  critical  need  is  to  replace  the  existing  roof  with  new 
shingles  that  will  resemble  the  original  roof  and  to  add  insulation  which  will  further  enhance  the  ability  to  more  efficiently  heat 
and  cool  the  building.  The  Valley  County  Commissioners  have  agreed  to  provide  the  balance  of  their  Community 
Transportation  Enhancement  Program  funds  in  cooperation  with  some  support  from  Roosevelt  County  to  fund  the  majority  of 
this  project.  Eastern  Montana  is  noted  for  its  extreme  weather  with  temperatures  ranging  from  100  degrees  Fahrenheit  in  the 
summer  months  to  30  degrees  below  zero  in  the  winter  with  high  winds  and  hail  as  common  occurrences.  These  factors,  in 
addition  to  the  age  of  the  roof,  have  taken  their  toll  and  leave  us  anxious  to  replace  the  roof  before  serious  damage  occurs  to 
the  interior  of  the  theatre. 

COMMITTEE  RECOMMENDATION 

Even  though  Fort  Peck  is  somewhat  isolated,  people  come  from  hundreds  of  miles  away  to  see  the  council's  plays.  Many  stay 
the  night  because  of  the  distance,  thus  generating  revenue  that  benefits  the  entire  community.  The  council's  summer  theater 
productions  are  high  quality,  and  Committee  members  feel  it  does  a  very  good  job.  Their  track  record  is  exemplary  as  well

Citizens  of  Dillon  and  its  surrounding  communities  will  renovate  their  largest  and  most  widely  used  performing  arts  facility    This 
request  is  for  25%  of  a  near  million  dollar  project  focused  on  upgrading  elements  which  most  directly  affect  the  comfort,  safety 
and  aesthetic  pleasure  of  audiences:  an  enlarged  lobby,  expanded  balcony,  sound  reinforcement,  house  lighting,  seats,  floor  to 
ceiling  treatments,  improved  wheelchair  access,  sprinkling  system.

Main  Auditorium  is  located  on  the  campus  of  Western  Montana  College-UM;  it 
owns  the  facility  and  a  community-campus  board  advises  a  staff  employee  who  coordinates  its  use  by  many  groups. 

COMMITTEE  RECOMMENDATION 

Although  the  Committee  understands  the  need  for  this  type  of  facility  in  a  community,  it  recommends  no  funding  There  was 
much  discussion  about  whether  funding  should  be  the  responsibility  of  the  college,  which  owns  the  building  Is  it  appropriate  for 
cultural  trust  money  to  pay  for  university  capital  projects?  Isn't  there  already  a  mechanism  in  place  for  building  and  renovating 
university  buildings?

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Section  VI.  Cultural  Trust  Fiscal  History 

This  section  contains  a  synopsis  of  the  fiscal  history  of  the  Cultural  Trust  including  information  about  the 
size  and  growth  of  the  corpus,  the  earnings  received  and  the  annual  amounts  awarded  to  organizations. 

The  Corpus: 

Begun  in  1976  with  a  corpus  of  $92,908,  the  trust  reached  a  high  of  $7.5  million  in  fiscal  year  1997, 
before  $4  million  was  transferred  to  the  historical  society  for  the  purchase  of  Virginia  City.  At  fiscal  year 
end  1 998,  the  trust  was  about  $3.8  million.  By  2000,  the  Trust  is  projected  to  grow  to  $4.3  million-an 
average  annual  increase  of  3.5  percent  over  the  next  three  years. 

Earnings: 

From  1976  to  I978,  earnings  totaled  approximately  $141,000  and  were  reinvested  in  the  corpus  of  the 
trust.  Earnings  grew  from  $92,045  in  I979  to  a  high  of  $841 ,010  in  I985  -  an  annual  increase  of  $106,995 
or  an  average  annual  growth  rate  of  1 16%.  However,  in  I988  earnings  dropped  to  $571 ,004,  increasing 
an  average  of  5  percent  per  year  until  I993  when  earnings  again  dropped,  this  time  to  $582,833,  (down  16 
percent  from  1992).  In  I994,  the  Cultural  Trust  earned  $490,758,  which  represented  a  drop  of  16  percent 
from  the  previous  year.  Earnings  have  risen  since  then,  up  2%  in  1995  to  $500,577,  and  17%  in  1996,  to 
$587,588,  when  the  Board  of  Investments  consolidated  the  Trust  with  other  funds  for  investment 
purposes  in  the  hope  of  raising  earnings  for  all  funds.  Annual  earnings  are  projected  to  average  nearly 
8%  percent  through  the  biennium.

Requests  And  Grant  Awards: 

Biennial  requests  to  the  Cultural  Trust  were  $2,041 ,985  in  FY84-85  peaking  in  FY92-93  at  $3,638,854. 
To  reduce  the  number  of  applications,  starting  in  the  FY94-95  biennia  the  Citizen's  Advisory  Committee 
requested  that  applicants  only  submit  one  application.  The  Committee  made  an  exception  if  a  second 
application  were  for  a  Challenge  Grant  for  Endowment  Development.  This  effort  appeared  to  be 
successful  as  it  decreased  the  amount  of  money  requested  by  10  percent  to  $3,285,067  in  that  biennium. 
Cultural  organizations,  aware  of  the  projected  substantial  drop  in  earnings,  reduced  their  requests  to 
$2,1 14,287  in  1996-97.  Requests  dropped  further  in  1998-99  by  12%  to  $1 ,863,576  in  reaction  to  the 
27%  reduction  in  grants  in  1996-97  caused  by  the  drop  in  interest  rates  on  the  trust.  Requests  have 
increased  26%  for  2000-01 . 

The  average  request  has  dropped  from  $31 ,037  in  FY86-87  to  $27,326  in  FY98-99  as  the  application 
number  has  climbed  from  80  in  FY86-87  to  a  high  of  129  in  FY92-93,  declining  to  86  applications  for  the 
FY00-01  biennium. 

The  average  annual  grant  awarded  was  $40,136  in  FY82-83  and  has,  with  the  exception  of  one  biennium 
has  decreased  biennially.    For  FY00-01 ,  the  Citizens  Advisory  Committee  has  recommended  that  an 
average  grant  of  $14,690  be  awarded.  Funding  is  recommended  for  83  of  the  86  applications. 

The  total  amount  distributed  grew  initially  from  $50,000  in  FY78-79  to  $1 ,476,51 1  in  FY86-87,  During  the 
1988-89  biennium,  grant  awards  dropped  back  to  $1 ,21 1 ,817  growing  to  a  peak  of  $1 ,551 ,323  in  FY92-93. 
Awards  dropped  again  for  the  following  biennium  to  $1 ,333,255.  Revenue  shortfall  caused  this  amount  to 
be  cut  27%  to  an  actual  of  $987,930.  The  allocation  for  FY96-97  was  $861 ,849.  Earnings  are  projected 
to  decrease  slightly  and  $1 .2  million  is  again  recommended  for  FY00-01 .    The  committee  has  developed 
a  plan  for  reducing  grants  depending  on  the  final  funding  available.
